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REPORT OF THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. 


To the Citizens of the County of Hillsborough : 

Agreeably to the laws of the state of New Hampshire we sub- 
mit the following report for consideration; also the reports of 
the superintendent of the county farm and almshouse, chaplain 
and physician of the almshouse, county treasurer, clerk of the 
court, solicitor, sheriff, jailor, and auditors; with a copy of the 
proceedings of the county convention : 


Owing to the change of time, agreeably to the Public Statutes, 
regarding the annual reports of county officers, the last report of 
the commissioners of this county was made for the year ending 
April 30, 1891. Since making that report two seasons have 
passed. Statements regarding the county farm and crops are a 
part of the superintendent’s report, which may be found, with 
other reports, in a supplementary report, which was necessary to 
cover the time from the making of our last report until the pres- 
ent time. 

In preceding reports attention has been called to the condition 
of the county buildings at Wilton. Since then a committee from 
the county convention have visited them and made a thorough 
investigation of their condition. ‘The report of that committee 
and the comments of the public press are so familiar to the citi- 
zens of this county that further remarks by us seem uncalled for. 

During the season of 1891 the main building, as it is called, 
was thoroughly repaired on the inside, and a steel roof takes the 
place of shingle, and new windows the places of old ones. An 
annex was added to the same, 36 feet by 4o feet, a description 
of which may be found in the superintendent’s report. 

The fact remains, however, that new buildings with modern 
improvements are actually needed to meet the demands of the 
increasing number of inmates, and maintain a suitable house of 
correction. 
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It is.a well-known fact that when we consider the large num- 
ber of inmates, and their condition when they enter the institu- 
tion, we are obliged to admit that the death rate is comparatively 
low, which is largely due to good nursing, constant vigilance in 
attention to cleanliness and the sanitary condition of the differ- 
ent departments. It is hoped that the representatives of the tax- 
payers of this county will calmly consider the location of the 
county farm and the condition of the buildings thereon, and 
take such action as the circumstances demand. 

The superintendent and matron, Mr. and Mrs. Garvin, claim 
our thanks for their good management of the institution, and 
kindness to those under their care. The school connected with 
the institution indicates that much care has been taken in the 
selection of teachers, and there is no attempt at exaggeration 
when we claim that the school at the almshouse compares favor- 
ably with the schools in the county of Hillsborough. 

Rev. T. O. Harlow and C. E. Higgins, M. D., chaplain and 
physician of the institution, have rendered faithful service in 
their official duties to the inmates. 

The subordinate officers connected with the farm and alms- 
house have shown commendable effort to render good service to 
those by whom they are employed. 

The present financial condition of the county, owing to the 
yearly increase of expenses exceeding the appropriation, is not 
as good as the commissioners could wish. ‘The advisability of 
bonding the floating debt was suggested to the county conven- 
tion, but other matters so engaged the attention of members 
that the interests of the county did not receive the attention that 
their importance seemed to demand. ‘The aggregate expenses 
of the pauper and other departments coming immediately under 
the management of the commissioners are several hundred dollars 
less than the preceding years. 

The citizens of the county are respectfully solicited to visit the 
county almshouse and farm, and personally inspect the location, 
condition, and management of the institution. 


JAIL. 


Owing to the large increase of criminals at the jail, and the 
time between the sittings of the grand jury, there is nece 
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an increase of expenses, which might perhaps be obviated by 
holding another criminal term of court during the year. 

The affairs at this institution, under the efficient supervision 
of Capt. Wadsworth, are well managed. The sanitary condition 
is excellent; it is rarely that a case of sickness occurs among the 
prisoners. 

Captain and Mrs. Wadsworth have our sincere thanks for their 
thorough discipline and good management of the institution.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners for the County of 
Liillsborough : 


GENTLEMEN, — It has been the custom for many years to ap- 
praise the property of the county farm during the month of 
March, and to make the annual report to the 3oth of April. 

This year the usual appraisal was taken and report made, but 
on account of a change in the law a second appraisal was made, 
to include the time between April 30 and the time of making 
this report, and which will be published with the annual report. 

Of course nituch of the property appraised* April 30 is con- 
tained in the second account of stock, and such is the case from 
year to year. 

Since my last report to you, a new wing has been added to: 
the main building, 38x 4o feet in dimensions, two stories in 
height. The first floor is used for the kitchen, and is such an 
improvement on the old kitchen, which was dark, damp, incon- 
venient, and unhealthy, that the improvement seems all the more 
noticeable. The second story makes an addition to the men’s 
hospital of eight rooms, and they are the most sunny and pleas- 
ant rooms in the building. No other buildings have been 
erected, but we have endeavored to keep all the buildings in 
as good condition as possible. 

The crops for 1892, with exception of hay, were unusually 
good. About one half the potatoes, as usual, were lost by dis- 
ease. 

The water-supply for the different buildings is sufficient for 
daily use, but would be inadequate in case of fire. 

The general health of the inmates has been good considering 
the age and condition of some of them. 

We have a school that averages thirty or more children, and 
visitors tell us it compares favorably with schools of its grade 


elsewhere. 
5 
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The needs and wants of the institution are so well known to 
you that I will not enumerate them. The “ Wilton Journal”’ 
and ‘‘ Hillsborough Messenger’’ have been sent to the institution 
without charge, and for this we cordially thank the editors. We 
desire to return our thanks to those who have contributed flow- 
ers and reading matter for the use of the inmates. 

The subordinate officers of the institution have discharged 
their several duties in a manner which merits our commendation. 

In closing, I desire to thank you, gentlemen, for the many 
kind words and friendly acts extended by you, and assure you 
they are appreciated.

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PHYSICIAN’S REPORT. 


Lo the Honorable Board of Commissioners for Hillsborough 

County : 

GENTLEMEN,— It is with pleasure that I am able to inform you 
that the health of the inmates of the Hillsborough County Alms- 
house has been better since my last report than during any pre- 
vious time since my connection with the institution. 

The health of the children in the nursery, especially, has been 
much more satisfactory. 

The number of deaths might seem excessive to one unacquaint- 
ed with institutions of this kind, but when we consider the fact 
that with the exception of a part of the prisoners and children 
all those admitted are presumably enfeebled by disease, old age, 
or both, the death rate does not seem to be greater than might 
reasonably be expected. 

That there are not more cases of sickness which could be at- 
tributed to the admittedly overcrowded and{unsanitary condition 
of the institution is, in my opinion, very largely due to the strict 
rules of cleanliness so well observed throughout the various de- 
partments. 

The large number of deaths from consumption is a matter well 
worthy of consideration and suggests the advisability of provid-. 
ing a separate ward for those so afflicted. 

One of the very imperative needs of the institution is some 
provision for the better isolation of contagious disease. 

I feel that too much credit cannot be given to the superinten- 
dent, matron, and various officers for their patient, kind, and 
efficient care of the sick. 

Thanking you for your very courteous treatment, this report is

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SOLICITOR’S REPORT, 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners for Hillsborough 
County : 


GENTLEMEN,— I herewith submit my report as solicitor of 
Hillsborough county for the period from May 1, 1891, to Octo- 
ber 1, 1892. During this time I have received no money be- 
longing to the county, all fines and costs having been paid to the 
clerk of the supreme court. 

The civil suit of the county against the town of Brookline to 
recover the amount paid by the county for the board of Cather- 
ine Rockwood at the asylum for the insane has been dismissed, 
it appearing that the said Catherine Rockwood was not a pauper 
and therefore the claim of the county against said town was not 
well founded. 

There has been only one other civil case in which the county 
was a party, and that was a suit by Eugene G. Libby against the 
county to recover a small sum for the board and care of a pauper, 
and this suit will probably be adjusted by the county commis- 
sioners. 

On the first day of May, A. D. 1891, there were on the crimi- 
nal docket of this county seventeen criminal cases. To this 
number there have since been added by indictment 393, and by 
appeals from police and justice courts 34 more, making in all 427 
cases upon the criminal docket in this county during the period 
from May 1, 1891, to October, 1892. These cases have been 
disposed of by trial and otherwise, with the exception of about 
eight cases which were continued at the September term, 1892, 
of the supreme court for this county.

PUBLIC STATUTES. 


LAws IN RELATION TO AID FURNISHED TO INDIGENT SOLDIERS, 
AND PROVIDING FOR ENTRANCE TO THE SOLDIERS’ HOME IN 
CERTAIN CASES. 


SecT. 9. Whenever any person, resident in this state, who 
enlisted in the quota of this state, and was reckoned and served 
as a soldier or sailor from New Hampshire in the army or navy 
of the United States, in the war of the Rebellion, and who re- 
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ceived an honorable discharge, not being under guardianship or 
legal restraint, shall become poor and unable to provide main- 
tenance for himself and dependent family, such person, his wife, 
widow, or minor children, or such of the children as are unable 
to maintain themselves, shall be supported at the public expense 
in the town or city of their abode, at their own home or such 
place, other than a town or county almshouse, as the overseers of 
the poor or the county commissioners shall deem right and 
proper, but no person shall receive aid under the provisions of 
this section unless he has resided in this state three years or more 
before making application for such aid; and no person shall, 
while receiving aid under the provisions of this section, use in- 
toxicating liquors to an extent which will render him incapable 
of working at his usual occupation ; and no person receiving aid 
under the provisions of this section shall sell any articles fur- 
nished him, nor exchange them for intoxicating liquors, nor 
share any such aid with any persons other than those above 
named as being entitled to the benefit of these provisions. Any 
person receiving aid under the provisions of this section, who re- 
ceives a pension from the United States government, shall, while 
receiving such aid, apply the pension to the support of himself 
and dependent family, and shall, when requested, furnish to the 
overseers of the poor or the county commissioners, satisfactory 
proof that such pension has been so applied. Any person apply- 
ing for such aid shall, when requested, furnish to the county 
commissioners or the overseers of the poor the certificate of a 
reputable physician, resident in the county in which he lives, as 
to any incapacity on his part to perform manual labor. Neglect 
by any person applying for or receiving aid under the provisions 
of this section to comply with the foregoing provisions and con- 
ditions shall relieve the town or county liable for such person’s 
support from the provisions of this section so far as such person 
is concerned, and such person may be supported at the town or 
county almshouse. 

SEcT. 10. The expense of support furnished under the provi- 
sions of the preceding secticn shall be kept and reported in a 
separate account under the head of “‘ Aid furnished to dependent 


soldiers and their families,’’ and not in the general pauper ac-

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count, but shall be recoverable of the person, town, or county 
liable therefor as in other cases.” 

SEcT. 11. The county commissioners or the overseers of the 
poor of any town may require any person applying for aid under 
the provisions of section nine of this chapter, who is eligible for 
admission, to make application for admission to the New Hamp- 
shire Soldiers’ Home, in case he has no family or settled place of 
abode, whenever in their discretion they deem it best; and if 
such person refuses to make such application, or if admitted re- 
fuses to go to said soldier’s home, the county or town shall be 
relieved from the provisions of the two preceding sections so far 
as such person is concerned, and he may be supported at the 
county or town almshouse. | 

1 This section was passed by the house and senate, but was omitted from 


the engrossed bill. Such references are made to it in the engrossed bill that 
it is evident the legislature intended it should be a part of the law.
